Metbodlam In Bloomfield bad Ita be¬ 
ginning much more than fifty years ago. 
In tbe Brat quarter of tbe nineteenth 
century meetings were held In tbe bouse 
of Mra. Naomi Cockefalr, above tbe 
Monte neighborhood, and a atone 
church waa built there In 1882. It was 
part of what waa oalled tbe Second 
Elver circuit, which Included Belleville, 
Bloomfield, Cedar Grove, Caldwell and 
Orange. Among the first preachers 
there were tbe Rev. Manning Force, tbe 
Bav. Benjamin Collins, the Rev. Mr. 
WlgglM and Ike Bav. Isaac Winner. 

In 1896 a church waa erected between 
Bloomfield and W. at Bloomfield, as 
Montclair was then called, and In time 
tbe ooegregstlon divided, one part going 
to wbat la now Montclair, and tbe otber 
to 1863 built tbe Park Cburcb In Broad 
street, fronting the park. In 1881 tbls 
church was enUrged and three years 
later a new Sunday-school wea added.

Tba teacher should be able to make a 
study of tha child. The fact la aa a 
child oomee to the period of adoieeeenoe, 
a special study should be made of hie 
temperament aod mental traits. Tha 
teacher who does this wlll.be suooeae 
rul. Bo I plead tor teaebsrs who shall 
meka teaching their life work. Tbe 
teacher must not forget tbe Importance 
of Ufa work. He la dealing with Im¬ 
pressible mlode. He Is making Impres¬ 
sions that are eternal. 

Moreover, tbe average teacher has the 
child for a longer time then any of tbe 
quartette of whom I have spoken. Tbe 
pastor comes only occasionally and 
briefly unto tbe presence of the child; 
the pbyelclan seldom, except lo lllneaa. 
The demaode alae. of society or bual- 
neee In this strenuous age, makes It so 
that the parent la only a little time with 
the children. Ibe schoolteacher Is 
In contact with the child five Important 
hours for five days of the week. To 
rightly ooocelve of the teacher’s re¬ 
sponsibility la to raise the conception 
of hie life work to a high standard. 
The teacher should go to hie school as 
to a temple, aod feel that be Is doing 
work not ooly for the future, but for the 
futurities. It goes without saying that 
for tble work a teacher should be well 
paid. Tbe teacher should also have 
tbe warmest sympathy and oo-operation 
of tbe borne. Tbe teacher should be 
a frequent, welcome visitor at tba home, 

*a the parent should be at the school. 

I would meoildo three characteristics 
which a teacher should pre-eminently 
possess— via.: Patience, perseverance, 
and prsyertulnees. 

The Jews only permitted married 
people to teach as the parent would be 
more patient. Women do tbe most of 
tbe teaobtng because they are by nature 
more patleot than men. By prayerful- 
neae I mean not so much outward pro¬ 
fessions or rsllglous acts ss I do 
tbe heart life of fellowship with God 
which we should feel as we are dealing 
so much In tbe moat Impoealble period 
with eo many of tbe creature# whom 
He has eo highly endowed. We are 
moulding tbe plastic clay He baa put 
Into your band which Is to be rock In 
tbe eternities. A eucceeaful teacher 
must have that perseverance that re¬ 
peats, tries otber methods, sod Is 
bound to accomplish Ita purpose. 

He must be patient. He must know 
eell-eonUot. Ha tbat ruletb bis own 
spirit la graater than he tbat taketb a 
city, and nowhere la this truth mors 
apparent than In the school-room. It 
la a good rule never to get angry, and 
If you do never let any ooa know It. 
Nowhere more than In tbe work of tbe 
teacher la tbare tba need of " patient 
continuance In well-doing.” Mrs. Wes- 
lay said aba was suc ce s s ful In training 
her chtldreo because she had patience 
enough to repeat even for tbe tweotle^ 
time, If need be any given precept. 

The teacher must be prayerful, that 
Is, religious. I do not mean that be 
should sssums pious attitudes, or tbat 
be should wear symbols of religion In 
dress or attire, nor make profes¬ 
sions, but that be should fsel bs Is 
dealing with God’s creaturse, tbat be 
Is accountable for Impressions made on 
God's little ones, tbat be Is conscious of 
tbs vast responsibility which rests on 
him, end no one can do this aod not be 
compelled as It wets to keep In closest 
touch with God, and want to breaths 
His atmosphere and think His thoughts. 
Do your best, do It as unto God aod for 
Hla sake. Tbs Rcotcb woman who 
grudgingly gava her poorest umbrella 
to a a omao who asked the loan of It, 
waa much surprised sfterwsrd to flnd 
the borrower was tbe Queen, and she 
said: •*If I bad known It waa my 
Quean I would gladly bava given her my 
beet.” 

To-morrow when at 9 o'clock you go 
before your boys aod girls you will do 
your best, for they are to be kings and 
priests unto God. acd go Into tba 
presence of Him whose you are and 
whom you serve, aod He will say " Inas¬ 
much as ye have dons It unto these, 
ys have dons It unto ms."
